DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: A spray head 
comprising: a hollow body and an insert couple axially within the hollow body, the insert 
having a bore extending from a rear end of the insert to an outlet at a front end of the 
insert, the rear end of the hollow body having a formation to connect releasably the 
spray head to the spray gun, and the hollow body and the insert being connectable to a 
reservoir, wherein the reservoir is disposable and can be discarded after use; and 
wherein the formation is engageable with a mating formation on the spray gun to secure 
the spray head to the spray gun with a needle connected to a trigger mechanism on the 
spray gun received in the bore to control dispense of liquid from the outlet, and the 
spray head having a pair of air holes disposed adjacent to the outlet and arranged on 
opposite sides of the outlet.
